BEAVER MADE HAPPY. 


Mr. Joseph Pulitzer Secures the Release of 
an Imprisoned Debtor. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

NEW YORK, February 23.—Joseph Beaver, 
the bankrupt debtor who has been ‘‘on the 
limits’’ for over twenty years, and who, for 
three weeks past has been confined in Ludlow 
Street Jail, will to-day be given bis liberty. A 
representative of Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, propri- 
etor of the WORLD, visited the Sheriff’s office 
yesterday to offer on the partof Mr. Pulitzer 
to pay the amount of the judgment against 
Mr. Beaver, but as the day was a holiday the 
office was closed and nothing could be done. 
Later in the day the following telegram was 
received at the WORLD office from Agent Le- 
man in Chicago: 


Have Joseph Beaver released from jail and 
par you draft: for amount of jadgment Ram Poe bin te 
not exceeding $100, provided you will not publish my 


The representative of the WORLD will de at 
the Sherift’s office when it opens this morning, 
and as soon thereafter as possible Mr. Beaver 
will be free. Mr. Beaver has been persecuted 
under the law for years, simply because he 
has had the misfortune to be poor. He could 
not leave Manhattan Island without making 
himself liable to a recall. Every time a new 
sheriff took office he was obliged to renew his 
bail, each time paying an exorbitantfee. In 
188 he borrowed $66 from Rome & Elliott, 
money lenders, then doing business on Fulton 
street. For months he paid interests to them, 


and finally offered to pay back half 
of the principal. The firm declined to 
receive any part of the debt, saying that all 
the amount must be paid or none. Mr. 
Beaver, at the suggestion ofa friend, stopped

On Saturday the Natchez 
will take a Mardi Gras party to New Orleans, 
special rates being offered for this trip. 


The Tyler, for the Tennessee and Cumber- 
land Rivers, had not arrived up to noon, butis 
momentarily expected. Already she has 
enough freight to load her flat and will go back 
to-night. att Fulton, her clerk, says the 
trade of the Tyler is getting better each trip. 


It appears that St. Louis is not alone in its 
monopolies. The people along Red River (of 
the South) have been asked by the Red River 
and Coast Line to sign an agreement to pat- 
ronize their boats exclusively or pay 
a rate of D® per cent more on 
up-steamer and 33 per cent more on 
down stream freights. Those who have 
signed this agreement are termed con- 
tractors, and the non-contractors met a few 
days since near Coushatta, La., and passed 
resolutions condemnatory of the monopoly, 
also asking the merchants and sbippers 
otf New Orleans and Shreveport 
stand by them in bringing the Red River and 
Coast Line to terms. t October Scharff & 
Bernheimer loaded the steamer C. OC. Carroll to 
the Red River to which the R. R. & Coast Line 
strenuously objected and threatened to black- 
list every merchant who received or shipped on 
the Carroll. To show their independence a 
number of merchants had all their freight car- 
ried by the Carroll. When the ked River Line 
hears that two more boats are coming 
with St. Louis freight mer will probably 
dispense with their black list. The 
Wyoming isloading for the Ouachita River 
to leave Thursday and will have 1,200 tons. 
This boat isichartered by Sc & Bernbeimer 
who also have engaged the Str. D. R. Po well 
to go to Red River with 900 tons on Tuesday 
next. The Red River line will probably give 
St. Louis a show in the future, and if it declines 
to that fairly, there are several houses here 
who will charter independent boats and take 
chances in those rivers.

Some of the Eastern literary papers seem to 
have just discovered that Mark Twain (Samuel 
was a rebel bushwhacker

war. The fact was published in Vir- 


Mark had violated his parole and was then a 
fit subject for a target for a detail of Union sol- 
diers. 

Lieut. Clemens, having been a pilot on the

He was sent to St. Louis and imprisoned in a 
tobacco warehouse on Wash street. He got 
to thinking the matter over—the probability 
of being sentto Grant’s army, by which he 
was first captured, to be exchanged, and by 
which, if recognized, he would certainly be 
shot for a violation of his parole—and he 
skipped across the plainsto the Territory of 
Nevada, of which his brother, Orion Clemens, 
was then Secretary by appointment from 
President Lincoln. Fearing the influence of 
his brother would not be sufficient to save 
him if he should be recognized by passing 
officers or soldiers of the Union army, he did 
not remain long in Carson City, but pushed 
on to the out-of-the-way mining camp of 
Aurora, where he remained until he fancied 
the storm had biown over. ) 
When in Aurora he wrote a series of letters 
to the Virginia Enterprise, and subsequently 
accepted a place on the editorial staff of that 
journal. His sharp pen put a man named 
Willis, city editor of the Virginia Union, to 
hunting up his record, and the publication of 
the foregoing facts was the result, For this 
Mark Twain sent Willis a challenge to mortal 
eembat. The challenge was sent by Mark’s 
game! little friend, Steve Gillis. Willis 
would notaccept—he would not meet anyone 
on the field of honor except a man of honor. 
This offended Gillis highly, and he challenged 
Willis. Willis would not accept, because he 
had ne cause of quarrel with Giilis, but his 
„dest man’’ then came in and challenged 
Mark Twain, who declined on the same ground 
given by Willis for not meeting Gillis. The 
three challenges all passed the same day— 
within afew hours, in fact—and as dueling 
had just been made popular by the Dog Valle 
meeting of Tom Fitch, ‘‘the silver-tongued’’ 
orator, and Joseph T. Goodman, the poetical 
editor-in-chief of the Enterprise, it looked as 
though Six-Mile Canon was to be deluged with 
blood.

The Kirkwood Saloon Case. 
The Court of Appeals to-day rendered a de- 
cisionin the Kirkwood case against George 
Antenreith, a saloon-keeper. The trial of the 


case in the court below resuited in favor of the 
saloon-keeper, and the Court of sus- 
tains it to-day. The ae was for seil- 
ing liquor without a license, and the 
defense was that the liquor, if sold, was sold 
by an em contrary to the orders of Mr. 
Antenrieth. The action was one of fourteen 
instituted by the town of Kirkwood for similar 
offenses. e only witness in this case was a 
detective informer employed to work up all 
the cases and on the day of trial he exacted 
some money, refusing testify unless the 
money was paid.

States are holding secret meetings to discuss 
the labor question, but as yet they have not 
decided whether to agree to a policy of antag- 
onism or arbitration. Employers are muc 
concerned at the possible course the labor 
question may take. Hundreds of thousands of 
cases of goods have been sold and delivered 
which could not be duplicated at the prices 
paid. In New York business is slow. In Phil - 
adelphia it is no better. 


The pocketbook makers and leather workers 
of New York are earning from $10 to $12 per 
week, whereafew years ago they earned 24. 
The leaders blame this result to ignorance and 
beer. The cabinet makers of New York are 
urgent advocates of the eight-hour day. The 
clothing cutters are well organized. Nearly 
every cutter is in the union. In several shops 
an advance of $2 per week has been secured. 
Middle Ditch’s job office on Courtlandt street 
has surrendered to the union. 

The forty-five brick yards at Haverstraw, N. 
T., have a capacity for 340, 000, 000 brick an- 
nually. There are 2,000 men employed, besides 
300 in the river carrying trade. Ninety-four 
barges and vessels are constantly employed in 
transporting the products of these yards. They 
use 32,000 cords of wood per year, 12,000 tons 
of coal-dust and 4,000 tons of coal. Wages av- 
erage $2.25 per day. Two hundred patent brick- 
8 machines, costing $1,000 each are used. 

he value of last year’s output was $1,800,000. 


The farmers of Iowa are coming into the 
Knights of Labor. In Cincinnati ten new as- 
semblies have been organized withina few 
weeks. In Tennessee steps are being taken to 
organize an assembly in every town and city 
in the State. An assembly has been organized 
in St. Joseph, Mo., and three new assemblies 
have been recently added—one of Germans, 
one of women and girls anda third for men. 
It is estimated that there are 20,000 Knights in 
Montreal, where a few mouths ago there was 
not a single one. 


The bricklayers, stonemasons, stonecutters 
and painters in all the large cities and in a 
good many small ones are — * to the 
eight-hour question with a rush. In Washing - 
ton the masons will work only eight hours 
after May 3,and the stonecutters have assented 
to the same proposition, but they want the 
same wagesthen as now.

In other Northwestern cities or- 
ganization is occupying theattention of work- 
ers of all kinds, and a higher rate of wages 
willbe attempted if the eight-hour system 
goes into effect. 

The English workmen have their own organ- 
izer, as well the Frenchmen, and they are 
working in harmony. The plate printers at 
Washington have an assembly.

The spirit 
of unionism is ata high pitch in Baltimore, 
and nearly all the skilled workmen in the city 
arein the Order.

n. The planing-mill men are now all organ- 
ized. Lecturers are now working through 
lilinois, Missouri, Iowa and Wisconsin.

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THE BRIGHT- HOUR FIGHT. 
The question is now not one of wages. As 
who have emplopicaty are adeguately’ paids 
o have en 
m of hours of labor. The 
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No. 80 of Massachusetts has over 300 local 
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proportions is a source of weakness. Near! 
all trades and labor unions are now organiz 
under the auspices of this giant, and should 
any strike start this spring or summer it will 
be a Knights of Labor affair, and will spread 
with lightning like rapidity all over the coun- 
try. hen I said source of weakness I spoke 
advisedly, for this immense body of work- 
people has inherent weaknesses that I believe 
even at this time threaten its very existence. 
THE DANGER OF THE KNIGHTS. 

„Even now Ibelieve the organization is 
about to break in two in the middle simply of 
its own weight. It has grown too rapialy, the 
sole object being to increase the number of its 
members, regardless of all other features. 
Political demagegues have got into it, and 
there are already fights under the surface 
everywhere for the control locally of the 
assemblies. But the worst feature is that 
reckless men of a ve low e of 
intelligence and men ofturbulentand criminal 
characteristics have gained admission to the 
order in suchnumbers thatthere are every- 
where advocates of agitation anc men eager to 
— on the least or even on no provoca- 
tion. 

No, I do not think socialism has attained a 
foothold in any labor organization. Of course, 
in nearly all lodges or assemblies there can be 
found one or more members who are 
socialists, and, of course, they seekto pro- 
mulgate their peculiar ideas; but in every case 
of which I have been cognizant they have been 
promptly sat down on, and that very hard. 
CONVICT-CONTRACT LABOR. 
Another thing that is assuming threatening 
proportions is convict-contract labor; on this 
again work people are agreed. The main idea 
is that criminals should not be permitted to 
take the means of getting bread from honest 
men who are willing to work. They are agreed 
also that this competition shall be stopped, 
but they are not agreed as to how it can be 
done or as to what shall be done with the in- 
mates of the prisons. This matter, I know, 
will be a prominent feature in the labor ques- 
tion that calls for immediate solution, and will 
be brought to the front this spring, and it is 
one of the things on which the professional 
agitators will have much of their work. To 
sum up, after a careful survey of the situation, 
I will say that I hope there will be no trouble 
of a serious nature, but I very much fear that 
the railroad men will get into deep water and 
drag the entire Knights of Labor with them.’’ 
THE DEMANDS OF RAILROAD MEN, 

Mr. Frank Breen, who is a machinist in the 
Missouri Pacific shops, was found at his home 
during the dinner hour to-day. He said in 
substance: I belong to Future Great Assem- 
— Knights of Labor, and to Division No. 1, 
which division includes all the employes of 
the Gould Southwestern railway system. 
Every employe, almost without exception, be- 
longs to theorder. We are thoroughly and 
completely organized. We have no especial 
grievance against our employers, but just now 
the interest ng subject is the renewal of the 

eement which was made a year ago. We 
shall ask the railroad A to renew this 

eement for another year from the Ist of 
arch. We will not ask an increase of wages 
nor a reduction of hours, but we will insist 
that the clause not to discharge men because 
they are Knights and not to discriminate 
against the order be renewed. That agree- 
ment also has a provision that when work 
slacks up hours of labor shall be reduced 
instead of discharging men, As for 
trouble in other trades I cannot speak. Our 
division is composed almost exclusively of 
railroad men, and while we are guided by the 
same geheral 88 and are members of 
the same parent body, we have little in com- 
mon with the building or other mechanical 
trades. The eight-hour movement that is a 
tating other trades does not affect us, and I 
do not think our division will be drawn into 
the trouble if there is any. The railroad offi- 
cials say they will not treat with us as Knights 
of Labor. Thisis done to separate the me- 
chanics and skilled workmen from the track- 
men, freight-handlers and laborers. We will 
not agree to this. 

NO SOCIALISTS NEED APPLY. 

„As to socialism, most emphatically no. We 
will not allow such ideas to get into our order. 
It will be no hard matter to keep it out, as 
American working men and women take no 
stock in such stuff, and the, foreigners will 
have to promulgate these doctrines, if at all, 
outside of our order. But come down to the 
pt with me and see some others of our 
order.’’

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


The Situation Among the Trunk Lines Con- 
sidered as Very Critical. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEw Tonk, February 23.—The railroad situa- 
tion is considered as still very critical, al- 
though for eight months allthe expedients 
which capital and brains could invent, have 
been applied to restore order out of chaos. 
Railroad men and Wall street operators are 
awaiting with intense interest the solution of 
the problems. The situation, apparently, is 
hopelessly complicated and every day the play 
of cross purposes and warof opposing in- 
terests, seem to add to the confusion. Able 
men backed with large capital are endeavor- 
ing to solve the problem, and they may suc- 
ceed, but the prospects would be brighter 
were it not that those who are laboring 
for peace and order are differing as to the 
methods of the situation. The situation may 
be summed up as follows: There are eight 
Eastern trunk lines,namely, the Grand Trunk, 
New Yok Central, West Shore, Erie, Lacka- 
wannd, Pennsylvania, Baltimore & Ohio and 
Chesapeake & Ohio. Peace can only be estab- 
lished by the agreement of all these roads. 
One road alone can throw the entire system 
into disorder. Two of the roads are not in the 
pool, the Baltimore & Ohio and the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio. The former has declared war 
in rates, has demanded an entrance into the 
New York business, which the other roads do 
not seem willing to grant, but which Robert 
Garrett is using every meansin his power to 
obtain. Until the Baltimore & Ohio gets in 
to New York there can be no lasting railroad 
peace. Its entrance into New York is con- 
ditioned on the willingness of Congress to 
authorize the building of the Arthurkill Bridge 
and the inability of New Jersey to prevent 
the extension into Staten Island, or upon the 
readiness of the Pennsylvania or Jersey Cen- 
tral roads to grant the use ot their tracks to the 
Baltimore & Ohio on terms satisfactory to 
that company. The Ohesapeake & Ohio, is 
looming up as & disturbing factor. Under the 
management of C. P. Huntington it is pushin 
forward in every direction for business, an 
seeking to make itself popular with shippers.

A PROBLEM 
which must soon be solved. The condition 
of the coal mining companies is always 
an important feature in the railroad 
situation, but just at present 
it is the most important factor. The coal com- 
panies are seven in number, namely, the 
Delaware and Lackawanna, Delaware and 
Hudson, Pennsylvania, Lehigh Valley, Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre P. and R., Jersey Gentral 
and the New York, Susquehanna & Western. 
These have been unable this year to agree 
on any basis of production or 
prices of coal. Last year 31,000,000 tons were 
mined. This year’s production is estimated 
at 36,000,000 tons. The companies war amo 
themselves, but complain of the results of 
war, namely, increased production and lower 
prices, yet it isa fact that with the excep- 
ion of the Reading, Jersey Oentral and Sus- 
quehanna & estern, all of them are 
earning from 6 to 12 per cent 
dividend.
